STATEMENT OF SIGNIFICANCE (HISTORICAL AND/OR ARCHITECTURAL IMPORTANCE, DATES, EVENTS, 
PERSONS, CONTEXTS): Marshall J. Kinney came to Astoria in 1876 and began buildina & 
operating this cannery immediately. The annual pack reached 75,000 cases per year. The 
first southernmost parts of this warehouse were built in 1879, including the 2 1/2? 
gabled sheds still standing. By 1890 the M. J. Kinney salmon cannery (Astoria Packing 
Co.) was a conglomeration of structures covering a full city block on pilinas between 
5th & 6th, and was the largest cannery in the world at that time. Cannery employeeswere 
mostly imiarant Chinese, many who lived in the upper levels of densely packed row 
buildings along Bond street-from 5th to 9th-°Chinatown®. From 1908 into the 50°s, the 
cannery was operated by the Columbia River Packers Association. The North 1/2 of the 
building had burned or disappeared by 1954; the large open wharf remained until the mid 
1960°s.

STATEMENT OF SIGNIFICANCE (HISTORICAL AND/OR ARCHITECTURAL IMPORTANCE, DATES, EVENTS, 
PERSONS, CONTEXTS): Until approximately 1900 this was the site of a shipping wharf for 
servicing the large Kinney Cannery, located in the buildings West across 6th street. The 
existing offices are made up of three phases; the Southwest one story office building 
was built approximately 1905. In approximately 1915 the two story East wina was 
compledted as a can shop and warehouse, but not attached to the office until the 50°s. 
In approximately 1935, the two story North wing replaced a 1°08 metal sided box-making 
shop; the interior offices are reputed to be very finely finished. Pumble Bee renovated 
this building about 1976. Then vacated in 1980

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Around 1890, practical methods of counter- 
alancing the enormous weight of the span and 
:vfinements to the electric motor led to the develop- 
‘nent of the modern lift and bascule bridges. When 
tne bascule and lift spans were introduced, the 
swing span tended to disappear because the new 
mnoveable types opened faster. The first major lift- 
pan bridge in the United States, the South 
Halstead Street Bridge in Chicago, was built in 
1892. It had a 130-foot moveable span which could 
be raised 155 feet. The first bascule appeared in its 
modern form in Chicago in the following year on the 
Van Buren Street Bridge. 


Reinforced Concrete and Modern Bridges 


While engineers were refining and perfecting the 
various forms of arch, truss, suspension, and move- 
able bridges in the 19th century, the development 
of steel and reinforced concrete set the stage for 
another revolution in bridge design. Concrete had

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been widely used in piers and foundations, and steel 
soon dominated truss construction because of its 
increased strength. It was, however, the blend of 
steel and concrete that allowed bridge construction 
to add new dimensions and designs. The plasticity 
inherent in concrete was combined with the 
strength of steel to form a structure of virtually any 
configuration. 

Reinforced concrete was initially used to refine 
the arch bridge. The first use of reinforced concrete 
for bridge construction in the United States was the 
Alvord Lake Bridge (1889), a small arch structure 
in Golden Gate Park, San Francisco, still in use 
today. This new material allowed for extremely flat 
arch configurations and greatly increased span 
lengths. Bridge designers quickly responded to the 
capabilities of reinforced concrete and produced 
imaginative and graceful designs able to bridge 
virtually any site. These expressive combinations of 
engineering and art are seen in the work of Robert 
Maillart (Switzerland) and Eugene Freyssinet

That there is sometimes 
‘onsiderable detention of the mail between the points 
sentioned, during the winter or rainy season, is not to be 
jenied, but I have been unable to learn that any specific 
letters duly mailed at the P.O. at Astoria for the Eastern 
states or elsewhere during the period referred to, have 
tailed to reach their destination.

Below is the brief historical sketch of Bethany Lutheran Church which you re- 
quested some time ago. Sorry it took so long. 

HISTORICAL SKETCH OF BETHANY LUTHERAN CHURCH 
Bethany Lutheran Church was organized in the year 1890 as a group of interested 
individuals met in a home. The first Pastor was Rev. ;Hans Olsen. The organiza- 
tional meeting was hel in Nemiers Hall at 17th and Exchange where Wadsworth Elec- 
tric is no located. The hall was later a grocery store. 


Charter member were: Ole Lillenas and family, Andrew Bue and family, John B. Sater- 

bo and family, Simon Vestbostad and family, Ole Olsen Vige «:c family, Gustave 

B. Kleppe, Thor Fitcha, Ole J. Fitcha, Christoffer Tidslevold, Nils E. Tidslevold, 
“ Ole Estoos, Otto A. Reinersten, Ben Lee, Amund Knudsen, Bertie Fritz, Sina Oberg 

and Bernt (B.A.) Borrevik. 


The name first given the new C ngregation was Betania Norsk Luthersk Meneghed 
(Betania Norwegian Lutheran Congregation). In 1936 the name was changed to Bethany 
Lutheran Church. 


In the year 1892 a little church was purchased fpom the Swedish Lutheran Congre- 
gation located in B ock 38, Adairs, between 332d and 34th Streets facing Frank- 
lin Ave. from the South. Because of trouble with sliding, the Congregation Later 
purchased a lot in Block 18, Adairs, where the Churc®now stands. On Oct. 22, 
1893, a new church was dedicated. 


In 1895 Rev. Steen, who served Bethany from 1892 to 1898, built his own parson- 
age which he later sold to the Congregation and is now the Annex directly behind 
the Chruch. 


In 1936 both Norwegian and English Services were held, alternating from Sunday 
to Sunday. In 1938 it was decided to have Norwegian Services on the first Sunday 
of the month only and English on the other Sundays. Shortly after the Congre- 


ation decided to discontinue Norwegian altogether.
